Two College Football Titans Set to Square Off 

Two of the most storied programs in college football lore will square off for the 1 0th time when Oklahoma hosts Notre 
Dame in Norman for the first time since 1966. 

OU's lone win vs. Notre Dame was a 40-0 victory at South Bend (1 0/27/56), one of six shutouts pitched by the Sooners 
that season en route to a third national championship under head coach Bud Wilkinson. 
Oklahoma owns seven national titles, trailing only Alabama (9) and Notre Dame (8). 
No two teams have spent more weeks at No. 1 in the AP Poll than Oklahoma (101) and Notre Dame (95). 
The Sooners are currently No. 8 in the AP Poll, No. 7 in the USA Today Coaches' Poll and No. 8 in the BCS standings, while 
Notre Dame is No. 5 in the AP Poll, the USA Today Coaches' Poll and the BCS standings. 
Under Bob Stoops, the Sooners are 14-1 in Norman against ranked teams, going 3-0 against Top 10 foes. 
The Oklahoma-Notre Dame Match-Up 

OU is coming off a 52-7 victory vs. Kansas (1 0/20), while Notre Dame registered a 1 7-1 4 win vs. BYU (1 0/20). 
OU has outscored its last three opponents by a 156-48 margin (52.0-16.0 ppg). OU ranks fifth in the NCAA in scoring 
offense (44.7 ppg), while only Alabama (8.3 ppg) ranks ahead of Notre Dame (9.4 ppg) in scoring defense. 
Notre Dame has started the season 7-0 for the first time since doing it in 2002 en route to a 1 0-3 finish. 
Under Stoops, the Sooners are 3-0 against teams entering Owen Field with a 5-0 record or better, defeating 7-0 
Nebraska (31-14 on 10/28/00), 5-0 Missouri (43-31 on 10/13/07) and 10-0 Texas Tech (65-21 on 11/22/08). 
Oklahoma is 34-1 at home under Stoops against non-conference foes, including 1 7 straight wins. 
Over the last three games, OU has outgained its foes in total yardage (1,454-958), rushing (557-348) and passing 
(897-61 0), while posting a +6 (9 takes/3 gives) turnover differential. 

The Sooners have outscored their opponents by a 98-15 margin in the first half of their last three games. ND has 
outscored its foes 37-3 in the first quarter and haven't allowed a first-quarter TD this season. 
The Sooners are averaging 484.7 ypg of total offense over their last three outings. ND is sixth in the nation in total 
defense (280.7 ypg) and has held six straight foes under 300 yards of total offense, limiting BYU to 243 yards (10/20). 
The Sooners are tied for the NCAA lead in Red Zone scoring efficiency at 97.2% (32 of 33), while Notre Dame is second 
in the nation in defensive Red Zone efficiency at 52.6% (10 of 19). 
More Key Stats on Oklahoma-Notre Dame 

The Sooners are 57-2 (.966) under Stoops in Norman when holding foes to less than 20 points, including a string of 27 
straight victories. Notre Dame is 20-1 (.952) under Brian Kelly when allowing less than 20 points. 
OU (20/5) joins Florida State (26/4), Kansas State (26/5) and Wisconsin (20/5) as the only teams with 20 or more 
rushing TDs and five or fewer rushing TDs allowed. ND is the only FBS team that has not allowed a rushing TD in 2012. 
QB Landry Jones is 65-105 (61.9%) for 871 yards with seven TDs and one INT during OU's three-game win streak 
(151.7 rating). OU is 27-2 (.931) in games when Jones throws two or more TDs, including an18-2 mark at home. 
Oklahoma is the only FBS team to rank in the top six in both KO return avg (3rd - 31 .2) and punt ret. avg. (6th - 1 7.9). 
Last week, OU returned a punt (Justin Brown - 90 yds) and a KO (Roy Finch - 1 00 yds) for a TD in the same game for the 
first time in school history. ND ranks 93rd in punt return avg. (2.8) and 1 1 1 th in KO return avg. (1 9.2). 
The Sooners are 19-1 (.950) in October home games under Stoops. 

Oklahoma is third in the nation averaging 52.0 ppg this October. Conversely, Notre Dame has the third-best scoring 
defense in the nation this month at 8.0 ppg.

Offense 

A balanced offensive attack continues to be the name of the 
game for the Sooners so far in 201 2 as they rank fifth 
nationally in scoring, 26th in passing yards and 34th in rushing 
yards. Junior running back Damien Williams leads the team and 
ranks third in the Big 1 2 with 92.0 rushing yards per game. 
Senior quarterback Landry Jones has completed 63 percent of 
his passes with 12 touchdowns and three interceptions. Junior 
wide receiver Kenny Stills has been his top target, recording 38 
catches for 471 yards and three touchdowns through six games. 

Defense 

Oklahoma boasts the No. 1 5 defense in the nation through six 
games, giving up 301 .7 yards of offense per contest. In 
addition, the 15.3 points per game allowed is 12th in the 
country. OU's passing defense ranks ninth in the country, 
yielding just 1 63.5 yards per game. OU has forced nine 
turnovers in the past three games, with seven coming off 
interceptions and two via fumble recoveries. 

Special Teams 

Sophomore Michael Hunnicutt has made 8-9 field goals in 
201 2, while senior punter Tress Way is averaging 43.2 yards per 
kick. Justin Brown is second in the nation averaging 1 9.0 yards 
per punt return, while Roy Finch's 35.7 average on kick returns 
would rank second if he had enough returns to qualify.

Offense 

The strength of the Notre Dame offense has been its rushing 
attack. The Irish rank 38th in the country, averaging 193.9 
rushing yards per game. Last week against BYU (1 0/20), Theo 
Riddick rushed for a career-high 143 yards, while Cierre Wood 
added 1 1 4 yards. All-American TE Tyler Eifert leads ND with 319 
receiving yards and 3 touchdowns. 

Defense 

The nation's sixth-ranked defense is anchored by consensus 
preseason first-team All-American linebacker Manti Te'o. The 
senior leads Notre Dame with 69 tackles, four interceptions and 
two fumble recoveries. The Fighting Irish boast the No. 2 scoring 
defense in the country, surrendering just 9.4 points per game. 
The most points any foe has scored against ND this year is 1 7, 
done by Purdue (9/8). 

Special Teams 

Senior punter Ben Turk is averaging 40.9 yards per punt. 
Sophomore kicker Kyle Brindza has made 1 1 -1 5 field goals, 
though he is just 1-3 from 40 yards or longer. George Atkinson 
III has been the leading kick returner, averaging 19.4 yards on 
eight returns. On punts, Davonte' Neal is only averaging 2.8 
yards per return.

THE HEAD COACHES

Last season, Oklahoma registered its 
10th 10-win season under Stoops. In 
2010 Oklahoma won its seventh Big 12 
title, all of which have come under the 
current head coach. Stoops didn't arrive 
at OU until the Big 1 2 was three years old, but already he has 
coached the program to more than twice as many 
championships as any other school in the league. 

Stoops won a national crown in 2000, just his second season 
in Norman, and has led the Sooners to a school-record 13 
consecutive bowl games, including eight of the BCS variety. 

Along the way, he has picked up 1 7 coach of the year citations, 
including eight on the national level (only five coaches 
nationally have won more conference coach of the year 
awards), and watched five assistant coaches move into Football 
Bowl Subdivision head coaching positions. 

Stoops can claim 144 victories (he reached 100 victories faster 
than any coach in college football history) and has a 45-20 
mark against opponents ranked among the Associated Press 
top 25. 

Two Heisman winners and five Heisman finalists have been 
characteristic of the talent Stoops and his staff have attracted. 
The offenses have been among the best in college football 
history (the 2008 team was the first to score 60 or more points 
in five straight games en route to scoring an NCAA record 716 
points). 

The defense has been stingy and is the only program to 
produce two players who won the Thorpe and Nagurski Awards 
in the same season. 

Stoops has been characterized as a grounded family man, 
big-game coach, relentless recruiter, strong leader and a person 
with uncommon perspective. 

The son of a coach, Stoops was a four-year starter at Iowa. 
He began his coaching career in 1 983 as a volunteer in the 
Hawkeye program under Hayden Fry, working through the 
ranks until he became co-defensive coordinator at Kansas 
State (1991-95). There he played a key role in one of the most 
impressive turnarounds in college football history while serving 
on Bill Snyder's staff. 

Eventually, he left for Florida and a three-year stint as Steve 
Spurrier's defensive coordinator. It was with the Gators, and 
a national championship team in 1996, that the spotlight 
found Stoops and made him one of the hottest names in the 
profession. 




Brian Kelly 

Notre Dame 

Brian Kelly is in his third season at Notre 
Dame (23-10) and his 22nd overall as a 
head coach (194-67-2). 



He has helped the Irish win eight of 
their last 11 games in 2011 and 12 of the last 17 games dating 
back to 201 0. Kelly became the first Irish head coach to win 
a bowl game in his first season and has defeated opponents 
ranked in the top 15 in all three seasons. 

Through his first two seasons at Notre Dame, Kelly's defense 
was one of 1 3 units in the FBS that allowed fewer than 21 
points per game in both seasons. It was the first time an Irish 
defense accomplished that feat in a decade. The 201 1 defense 
ranked 30th in the nation in yards allowed per game, a vast 
improvement from the defense Kelly inherited that ranked 86th 
in that category in 2009. 

Prior to Notre Dame, Kelly spent three seasons at Cincinnati 
from 2007-09, including a 34-6 record (.850) and two straight 
outright BIG EAST Conference title teams that earned BCS 
appearances in 2008 (FedEx Orange Bowl) and '09 (Allstate 
Sugar Bowl). At the time he accepted the position at Notre 
Dame, he qualified as the winningest active BIG EAST football 
coach and the only league coach with more than 1 50 wins. 

Before joining Cincinnati, Kelly was head coach for three 
seasons at Central Michigan from 2004-06, including a 19-16 
overall record (.542) featuring a 9-4 mark and Mid-American 
Conference title in 2006. 

Kelly arrived at Central Michigan after winning the back-to- 
back NCAA Division II national titles at Grand Valley State in 
Allendale, Mich. The all-time winningest program in NCAA 
Division II history, the Lakers were 41 -2 in Kelly's final three 
seasons, at one point winning 32 consecutive games. Grand 
Valley State went 14-0 in 2002 en route to its first national title 
and was 14-1 in 2003 when it claimed its second crown. Kelly 
was named the AFCA Division II Coach of the Year after both 
seasons. 

Born in Everett, Mass., and raised in Chelsea, Mass., Kelly 
attended St. John's Prep School in Danvers, Mass. He was a four- 
year letter-winner at Assumption College (Worcester, Mass.) as 
a linebacker, captaining the squad in both '81 and'82.

NOTRE DAME, Ind. - Jarious Jackson had 383 yards of total offense and engineered a game-winning 
98-yard drive that culminated in a one-yard TD burst by Tony Driver with 9:19 to play as the Fighting Irish 
scored 20 unanswered points in a 34-30 victory over No. 23 Oklahoma. 



The Irish trailed 30-14 after a 1 5-yard scoring strike from Oklahoma's Josh Heupel to Brandon Daniels4:59 
into the second half, but Jackson rallied the Irish as he hooked up with Jabari Holloway on a 15-yard TD 
pass to the right corner of the end zone to make it 30-21 midway through the third quarter. 

Notre Dame got the ball back after an interception and Jackson guided the offense to another score, this 
time a one-yard plunge by Driver with 2:27 left in the third quarter that cut the deficit to 30-28. 

On the next drive Tony Fisher swept right for five yards and an offsides on Oklahoma moved the ball to 
the 1 before Driver bulled in off right tackle. The Irish failed in a two-point conversion and led, 34-30. 

Oklahoma had two chances to win but its first possession ended at its own 40 with 6:51 left. Notre Dame 
gave the Sooners another chance when Jim Sanson shanked a 21 -yard field goal off the right upright with 
2:21 to play, but OU threw four incompletions, including a pair of drops.

In 
addition, those 1 1 trips are the fewest 
allowed in the nation. 

Half and Half 

OU is yielding just 6.0 points in the first half and 
8.3 points in the second half of games in 201 2. 
Teams have scored a total of 9 points against the 
Sooners in the 3rd quarter this season. 
Oklahoma has outscored its last three 
opponents, 98-1 5, in first halves and 146-42 
overall this season in the first two quarters. The 
OU defense has allowed just two touchdowns 
this season in the first half.

Oklahoma's touchdown on its opening drive was 
the first offensive touchdown allowed by Texas 
Tech in the first quarter this season. Previously, the 
earliest a TTU opponent scored an offensive TD was 
14:48 of the 2nd quarter against 
Northwestern State (9/1). 
Entering the game, Texas Tech had not allowed 
more than 1 4 points in a single contest (49-1 4 
vs. New Mexico, 9/15/12). Oklahoma reached 14 
points with 1 1 :08 to go in the second quarter.

OU has now scored more than 50 
points in back-to-back Big 12 games for the first 
time since scoring 50-plus in six straight games 
from Oct. 25, 2008 to Dec. 6,2008. 
With wins of 69-13 over Florida A&M (9/8) and 
63-21 defeat of Texas (10/13), it marks the first 
time since the 2009 season that OU has scored 
60+ points twice in the same season. In 2009, OU 
beat Idaho State 64-0 (9/12/09) and Texas A&M 
65-10(11/14/09). 

OU is 1 of 4 schools to score 60+ points twice this 
season, joining North Carolina, Oklahoma State 
and West Virginia. 

Prolific Passer 

One doesn't need to look far to see where Landry Jones 
ranks in NCAA and Big 12 annals (pages 12-13), but 
there are other notes to know about OU's QB: 

With the victory over Texas (10/13), Landry Jones 
surpassed QB Steve Davis (32 wins, 1973-75) for 
the most wins in school history. Jones is now 34-9 
(.791) as a starter at OU. 
Jones is one of two players in Big 1 2 history and 
one of seven in NCAA history with over 100 TDs 
(105) and over 14,000 passing yards (14,023) in 
his career. 

Jones is the third QB in Sooner history to start and 
play the majority of the game in three wins over 
Texas, joining Jimmy Harris (1954-56) and Davis. 
Jones threw for with 321 yards and two scores 
on 21-37 passing against Texas (10/13), his first 
300-yard passing game of the season and 22nd of 
his career, adding to his OU record. 
OU is 27-2 (.931) when Jones throws two or more 
touchdowns in a game. 

Jones currently ranks fourth in the Big 12 and 17th 
in the country with 274.0 passing yards per game. 
He is also sixth in the conference and 40th in the 
NCAA with 261 .3 yards of total offense per game. 

Stills Has Been Sensational 

Junior WR Kenny Stills has had an impressive 2012 
campaign, leading the team with 471 receiving 
yards and four touchdowns on 38 catches. 
His 78.5 receiving yards per game rank fifth in the 
Big 12 and 38th in the NCAA, while his 6.3 
receptions per game is 29th in the country and 
fifth in the conference. 
Going over the 100-yard mark in his first two 
games of the year, Stills now has five career 100- 
yard receiving games, moving Stills ahead of Eddie 
Hinton for fifth all-time at OU. 



Stills' 68-yard touchdown reception in the first 
quarter against UTEP (9/1 ) was the longest of his 
career, surpassing the 58-yarder he had vs. Texas 
Tech (1 1/13/2010), and the longest pass play for 
OU since since Jones hit Cameron Kenney for an 
86-yard touchdown at Oklahoma State (11/27/10). 
Among active players in the NCAA, Stills ranks No. 
9 in receiving yards per game (67.9), No. 16 in 
receptions (160), No. 18 in receiving yards (2,106). 
and tied for No. 1 8 in TD receptions (17). 

Williams Continues to Wow 

A transfer from Arizona Western, junior running 
back Damien Williams has made his presence felt 
in his brief time at Oklahoma. 
Averaging 92.0 rushing yards per game, Williams is 
third in the Big 1 2 and 40th in the nation. 
Williams rushed for 167 yards on 22 carries against 
Texas (10/13), his third 100-yard game of the year. 
The 1 67 rushing yards were the most by an OU 
player since Demarco Murray ran for 208 yards 
against Utah State (9/4/10). 
Williams' 95-yard touchdown rush against UT was 
the third longest run in school history, trailing 
only Jeff Frazier (North Texas, 1 1/23/95) and Buck 
McPhail (Kansas State, 11/3/51) who each 
recorded 96-yard rushes. It was also the longest 
rush in Red River Rivalry history, the second- 
longest in the FBS this season and the fourth- 
longest offensive play in OU history.

Williams has scored on runs of 65, 89 and 95-yards 
this season. The only other FBS player with three or 
more rushing touchdowns of 65+ yards is 
Northern Illinois' Jordan Lynch, who also has three. 
Williams showed an added element to his game 
against Texas Tech (10/6), catching a career-high 6 
passes for 82 yards, including a 38-yard reception, 
in his first career start. 

After finishing with 10 carries for 103 yards and 
a touchdown at UTEP (9/1) in his OU debut, 
Williams gained 156 rushing yards and four 
touchdowns against Florida A&M (9/8). 
Williams' 156 total yards rushing were the most in 
home debut in Oklahoma history, surpassing 
Dominique Whaley's 131 yards vs. Tulsa (9/3/11). 
Williams is the first Sooner to score at least one 
touchdown in each of the first two games of his 
career since Ryan Broyles did so against 
Chattanooga (9/6/08) and Cincinnati (9/13/08).

Williams is the first Sooner to register 1 00-yard 
rushing games in each of the first two games of 
his OU career since Adrian Peterson rushed for 
100 yards against Bowling Green (9/4/04) and 
117 against Houston (9/11/04). 
Williams had the first back-to-back 100-yard 
rushing games for OU since DeMarco Murray did 
so against Texas (115 yards, 10/2/10) and Iowa 
State (112 yards, 10/16/10). 

Belldozer Returns 

After 13 rushing touchdowns last year, Blake 
Bell and the Belldozer package has returned in 
2012 with eight rushing scores. 
Bell scored four rushing touchdowns against 
Texas (10/13). Bell has six multi-rushing touch- 
down games in his career. 
Bell is the third player in OU history to score 
four touchdowns or more in a game twice in his 
career, joining Steve Owens (5) and Billy Sims 
(4). Bell also accomplished the feat at Baylor 
(11/19/11). 

Saunders Makes OU Debut 

Junior wide receiver Jalen Saunders played for 
the first time as a Sooner against Texas (10/13) 
and caught his first reception on a 32-yarder 
with 3:24 left in the third guarter. Saunders 
finished that game with two receptions for 54 
yards and now has five catches for 88 yards this 
year. 

Saunders transferred to Oklahoma after two 
seasons at Fresno State where he was a first- 
team All-WAC selection in 201 1 after finishing 
with 1,065 yards and a conference-best 12 
TD receptions on 50 catches. His 21. 4 yards 
per catch was second nationally as he caught 
1 passes that were 44 yards or longer and 
recorded 6 TDs of 50 yards or longer. 

Millard is the Man 

Against Texas (1 0/1 3), junior fullback Trey 
Millard had five receptions for 1 19 yards and a 
touchdown, easily surpassing his previous career 
highs of three receptions and 39 receiving yards. 
Millard had a 73-yard reception, the longest 
pass play by an OU player in Red River Rivalry 
history, surpassing Buddy Leake's 65-yarder in 
1 953. It was also the seventh-longest pass play 
by a Sooner running back in OU history. 

Shepard Shines in First Start 

Sterling Shepard started for the first time in his 
Sooner career against Kansas State (9/22) and 
set career highs with seven receptions for 1 08 
yards, leading all receivers. 



Shepard became the seventh freshman in OU 
history to go over 100 yards receiving. OU 
freshmen have accomplished the feat eight 
times overall. Ryan Broyles was the previous 
freshman to do so, gaining 141 yards at 
Cincinnati (9/6/08). 

Shepard's 108 receiving yards ties him with 
Mark Clayton (vs. Baylor, 10/20/01) and Tinker 
Owens (vs. Nebraska, 11/23/72) for fourth-most 
receiving yards by a freshman. 

About the Defense 

Oklahoma has ranked in the top 1 6 in the nation 
in total defense eight of the last 1 1 years. 
OU has forced at least one turnover in 1 55 of 1 79 
games over the last 14 seasons - 87% of games 
played in that span. 

The Sooner defense has at least one interception 
in 74% of its games (132 of 179) under Stoops. 
Oklahoma has 1 3 shutouts under Bob Stoops. 
Under Stoops, the OU defense has given up an 
average of just 1 8.2 points per game. 
The defense has allowed less than 100 rushing 
yards per game in five of the last 1 1 seasons. 

Back to the Future 

OU associate head coach and defensive 
coordinator Mike Stoops is back on the coaching 
staff after guiding the OU'D'from 1999-03. 
In his first stint at OU, four of Stoops' five 
defenses finished No. 7 or better nationally in 
scoring defense and top 10 for total defense. 
From 2000-03, Stoops' defenses also finished 
in the top 25 in pass defense and rush defense 
every season and in pass efficiency defense and 
turnovers forced twice. 
In addition, Stoops is the only coach to have 
an athlete win both the Nagurski and Thorpe 
awards in the same season, doing so twice with 
Roy Williams in 2001 and Derrick Strait in 2003. 

Third-Down Defense 

Under Bob Stoops' tenure, no program has been 
better at stopping foes on third down than OU, 
limiting teams to an FBS-best 30.8 percent 
success rate since the start of the 1999 season. 
The Oklahoma defense posted the No. 5 third 
down defense in the nation in 201 1 , allowing 
just 60 conversions in 196 attempts (30.6%). 
In home games, no team was better in the 
category than OU's 20.2% mark in 201 1 . 
The Sooners have consistently been at the top of 
the rankings in third-down defense, ranking No. 
1 1 two seasons ago and No. 3 in 2009.

No Fly Zone 

Oklahoma ranks ninth in the nation in passing 
defense, yielding just 164.3 yards per game. 
Only two of OU's six opponents have passed for 
200+ yards this season. The other four have 
each thrown for 1 74 yards or less. 
The OU defense held UTEP to just 48 yards 
passing in the season opener (9/1), the fewest 
passing yards allowed by the Sooners since 
Oklahoma State had 47 (1 1/28/2009). 
Under Bob Stoops, the Sooners are 26-1 when 
limiting teams to 1 00 yards passing or less and 
10-1 when teams pass for 50 yards or less. 

Interceptions in Bunches 

OU entered the Texas Tech game (10/6) with 1 
interception on the year, but have since picked 
off seven passes in the last three games: 3 vs. 
Texas Tech, 2 vs. Texas (10/13) and 2 vs. Kansas 
(10/20). 

The 3 picks against TTU were the most by OU 
since it had 3 vs. Texas A&M (11/5/2011). 
Defensive tackle Jamarkus McFarland got the 
hot-streak started by intercepting the first pass 
of his career in the first quarter against TTU. 
Aaron Colvin intercepted the first pass of his 
career in the second quarter against the Red 
Raiders and picked off another pass against UT. 
Tony Jefferson added his first interception of the 
season against the Longhorns at the end of the 
first half. He now has seven for his career. 

Harris the Ball-Hawk 

Javon Harris has three of the seven Oklahoma 
interceptions over the last three games. 
After returning a pick 46 yards for his first 
defensive touchdown against Texas Tech (10/6), 
Harris matched a career high with two intercep- 
tions against Kansas (10/20). Harris also had 
two INTs against Florida State (9/17/11). 
Harris is tied for fourth in the NCAA with four 
interceptions on the season and 
He has seven career interceptions. 

Support in the Secondary 

Tony Jefferson totaled 1 4 tackles against Kansas 
State (9/22), the most tackles by a Sooner since 
defensive back Quinton Carter had 1 7 tackles vs. 
Texas Tech (11/13/10). 

Jefferson (14) and Javon Harris (career-high 12) 
became the first OU DBs to both have double- 
digit tackle totals in the same game since Jemell 
Fleming and Jonathan Nelson accomplished the 
feat against Texas A&M (11/6/10). 
Jefferson is tied for sixth in the Big 1 2 with 8.0 
tackles per game, while Harris is in 25th place 
with 5.7 stops per game. 



Aaron Colvin is 28th in the nation with 1.3 
passes broken up per game. 

Defensive TDs at 43 in Stoops Era 

With a defensive touchdown at Texas Tech 
(10/6/12), Oklahoma now has 43 in Bob Stoops' 
13+ seasons. 

Thirteen of those TDs came via a fumble return. 
The defense has scored at least one touchdown 
in all of Stoops' 14seasons. 

About the Special Teams 

Oklahoma's special teams under Bob Stoops ... 
There have been 30 special teams touchdowns. 
Those 29 have come via five different kinds of 
plays - punt returns, fake field goals, blocked 
punts, kickoff returns and a fake punt. Special 
teams also owns four safeties in that span. 
Oklahoma has returned seven kickoffs and 17 
punts for touchdowns. 
Oklahoma has blocked 28 kicks.

The 31 .2 average on kick returns would sit second 
all-time at OU, just behind the single-season record 
of 31.6 average set in 1980. 
The 1 7.9 average on punt returns is currently third- 
best in school history behind the 20.6 average in 
1948 and 19.2 average in 1966. 

Historic Night for Special Teams 

Against Kansas (10/20), OU recorded a punt 
return touchdown and a kickoff return 
touchdown in the same game for the first time in 
school history. 

Justin Brown returned a punt 90 yards for a score 
in the second quarter, while Roy Finch opened the 
second half with a 100-yard kickoff return for a 
touchdown. 

Brown's 90-yard punt return was the fifth- 
longest in OU history and the longest since 
Antonio Perkins' 91 -yard return vs. Tulsa (8/30/02). 
It also marks the third-longest in the FBS this year. 
The last Sooner to return a punt for a touchdown 
was Ryan Broyles vs. Oklahoma State (1 1/28/09), 
who went 87 yards. 

Finch's kickoff return touchdown was the 15th in 
school history and tied for the longest in OU history 
with Buster Rhymes (vs. Kansas State, 1980) and 
(Mark Bradley vs. Iowa State, 2003). 
The last kickoff return for a touchdown before Finch's 
was DeMarco Murray, who had a 91-yarder against 
Baylor (11/10/07). 

Finch's return was the fourth 100-yard play in school 
history (three kickoff returns, one interception 
return). 

The returns mark the first time the Sooners 
registered two plays of 90+ yards in the same game 
in team history. 

With 108 kickoff return yards and 1 12 punt return 
yards, OU recorded 100 or more yards in both return 
categories for the second time in school history. The 
only other time was vs. Pittsburgh (1 0/4/52) when 
the Sooners had 1 1 5 punt return yards and 1 02 
kickoff return yards. 

Way Good at Punter 

Tress Way is third among active punters in the FBS 
with 221 career punts and 9,685 yards. 
Way also ranks No. 8 among active punters in the 
NCAA with a 43.8 yards per punt average. 



His career average currently ranks No. 1 in OU history 
with a season left to play, just ahead of Jeff Ferguson 
(1998-01) at 42.5 ypp. 

This season, Way ranks 20th in the NCAA with an 
average of 43.2 yards per punt. 
Tress Way kicked a 71-yard punt in the first quarter 
at Texas Tech (10/6). It wasa season long and ties 
as the third-longest of his career. Way now has four 
career punts of 70+ yards. 

Hunnicutt Through the Uprights 

Returning kicker Michael Hunnicutt is in his second season 

as the Sooners' field goal kicker. 

This season he has made 8-of-9 field goal tries with 
a long of 42 against Texas Tech (10/6). His 
conversion rate of 88.9 percent is third in the Big 12. 
After missing a 44-yarder to start the year, he has 
made his last seven successfully. 
Hunnicutt has made two field goals in three of his 
last four games, giving him seven multi-field goal 
games in his career. He is now 29-of-33 in his career. 
With 9.33 points per game this year, Hunnicutt ranks 
29th overall and 13th among kickers in the NCAA in 
scoring 

What Can Brown Do For You? 

Senior wide receiver Justin Brown ranks second in 
the NCAA, averaging 19.0 yards per punt return. 
Brown set a career-high with 108 punt return 
yards against Kansas (10/20), including the first 
punt return for a touchdown in his career. It's the 
seventh-highest total in the FBS this season, but the 
second-highest against a BCS team. 
It's the second time Brown eclipsed the 1 00-yard 
mark this year. He also returned three punts for a 
102 yards against Florida A&M (9/8), which made 
him the first player since Ryan Broyles had 209 
yards vs. Oklahoma State (1 1 /28/09) to go over the 
100-yard mark. 

Brown became the 1 1th player in OU history to have 
three separate plays of 40 yards or more (46-yard 
reception, 43-yard punt return, 62-yard punt return) 
and the first since Ryan Broyles had two punt 
returns and a reception of over 40 yards against 
Oklahoma State (11/28/09).

Oklahoma's all-time record stands at 826-308- 

53 (.718) in 117 seasons. 

Since WWII, OU leads the nation with 582 

victories. 

The Sooners have captured seven national 
championships (1950, 1955, 1956, 1974, 1975, 
1985,2000). 

OU has 45 bowl appearances (No. 7 nationally) 
with 27 bowl victories (No. 4 nationally) and an 
all-time record of 27-17-1 (.611). 
OU has 43 conference championships, including 
seven Big 12 titles overall (no other school has 
more than three). 

Oklahoma is the only program in FBS history to 
have four coaches with 100 or more wins. 
With a 69-13 win over Florida A&M (9/8/12), 
Oklahoma became the first program in college 
football history to break the 32,000-mark in 
all-time points scored. No program has scored 
more points than OU. 

OU has 153 Ail-Americans and 73 consensus 
Ail-Americans, including NCAA career 
receptions leader Ryan Broyles in 201 1 . 
Under Stoops, OU has had 33 Ail-Americans, 
including 23 consensus. Of the 33 players, 15 
were on offense, 1 6 on defense and two on 
special teams spanning 14 different positions. 
Oklahoma boasts five Heisman winners. 
Sooners have also won the Bednarik (1), Butkus 
(4), Camp (4), Lombardi (3), Maxwell (2), 
Nagurski (2), O'Brien (3), Outland (5), Tatupu 
(1), Thorpe (3) and Unitas (1). 



Sooner teams have gone undefeated 1 4 times 
in program history, the latest being in 2000. 
Oklahoma's 47-game win streak from 1953-57 
is still the NCAA D-l record. 
Oklahoma has had 102 Academic All-Big 12 
honorees under Stoops. 

The Sooners have gone 79-4 at home in Stoops' 
14 seasons. In all, Oklahoma has won 81 
percent of its home games since Gaylord Family 
- Oklahoma Memorial opened in 1923. 
Oklahoma has played in front of 83 consecutive 
home sellouts - every game of Stoops' tenure. 
Including the seven Sooners picked in the 2012 
NFL Draft, OU has had 357 players picked all- 
time in the draft. 

Oklahoma has 42 first-round picks, including 

three No. 1 overall selections. 

In 2010, Sooners were chosen with three of 

the first four picks in the draft, with QB Sam 

Bradford at No. 1, DT Gerald McCoy at No. 3 and 

OT Trent Williams at No. 4. 

Bob Stoops' career average of 10.7 wins per year 

is tops among active FBS head coaches with at 

least 1 years of experience. 

Stoops is the only active head coach on the FBS 

level to have reached a bowl game in each of 

his first 13 seasons. Georgia's Mark Richt (11) 

comes in second. 

Of the 13 bowls, eight have been BCS bowl 
games and four have been for the BCS title.

EL PASO, Texas -- Riding its defense all night and scoring a pair of touchdowns in the fourth quarter, No. 
4 Oklahoma survived a scare by slogging out a 24-7 win over Texas-El Paso on Saturday night. 

Oklahoma labored from the start of its opener, unable to generate much of a running game or get 
anything going downfield. 

Tied at halftime and up just 10-7 after three quarters, the Sooners finally created a gap from the 
gritty Miners by stuffing UTEP on a fake punt to set up an 18-yard touchdown pass to Brannon Green 
midway through the fourth quarter. 

They finally sealed it in the closing minutes, when Damien Williams burst through the right side and 
ran to the left pylon for a 65-yard touchdown run. 

Jones threw for 222 yards and a pair of touchdowns on 21 of 36 passing while Williams had 103 
yards on 10 carries, giving the Sooners a respectable 204 yards on the ground with his big run late. 

Nathan Jeffery ran for 177 yards and returned a blocked punt 24 yards for a touchdown for UTEP, 
which also blocked a field goal to remain tied with Oklahoma at the half.

Oklahoma beat Texas Tech 41-20, avenging a home loss to the Red Raiders last season. 

Both of Jones' touchdown passes went for 13 yards -- one each to Justin Brown and Kenny Stills. 
Bell, in at quarterback, scored his touchdowns from a yard out. 

Javon Harris put the game out of reach midway through the third quarter when he returned an 
interception 46 yards for a TD to put the Sooners (3-1, 1-1 ) up 38-1 3. 

The Red Raiders had their worst defensive performance this year, giving up 380 total yards after 
coming in ranked No. 1 in the nation. 

The win was sweet for the Sooners, who lost 41 -38 to the Red Raiders last season - a defeat that 
broke Oklahoma's 39-game win streak in Norman. It was the first time the Sooners won in Lubbock since 
2003. 

It also upped the Sooners' record to 1 9-0 in games following a loss going back to 2004. They lost at 
home 24-19 to Kansas State (9/22). OU has never lost back-to-back Big 12 games under head coach Bob 
Stoops.

NORMAN, Okla. (AP) - Landry Jones threw for 291 yards and three touchdowns and No. 10 Oklahoma 
scored on a kickoff return and a punt return in the same game for the first time in school history while 
clobbering Kansas 52-7. 

Justin Brown made up for a lost fumble on his previous punt return by running his next chance back 
90 yards and diving at the pylon for the score. Roy Finch then opened the second half with a 100-yard 
runback to stretch the lead to 45-0. The Brown-Finch combo marked the first time the Sooners (5-1, 3-1 
Big 12) have had two plays at least 90 yards long in the same game. 

Brown and Finch helped that total with their unique double dip. Brown provided the Sooners' first 
punt-return score since Ryan Broyles did it in 2009, and it had been an even longer drought on kickoff 
returns - since DeMarco Murray's score against Baylor in 2007. 

Jones and the first-team offense scored on their first six possessions - settling for Michael Hunnicutt's 
37-yard field goal on their first drive and then scoring touchdowns on the next five.
